drawn from tbe premises without a gross viola- 
tion ( f tbe plainest ptindples of interpretation 
and of logic. Tbe pretence that there is, U 
mere gratnitons assumption, without a particle 
of evidence to support it. CiUzensbip is a to 
tally different matter. Thera is no reference to 
it in thk amendment whatever, and none what- 
ever was intended. Its qualifications come with- 
in the purview of State action, provided of course 
sudi action does not violate tbe ConsUtntion 
of tbe United Slates. Every Slate regulates 
that business, within this limitation, to suit it- 
self. This as every one knows has been done 
from the foundation of the Government down 
to the present moment. Some admit negro 
snffrage and some do not. Some provide 
for a property qnallficntion in the voter 
and some do not In some States a person 
mui-t reside two years or more within its limits 
in order to vote, and in others but one or a 
sberter period. Every State U Independent in 
thk respect, subject only to tbe organic law ol 
the conntry. 

We are quite aware that cto'sai and vjfer are 
not synonymous terms. Women are citizens 
bni not voters. But tbe Amendment k as silent 
about citizens as voters. It confers no more 
power on Congress to make the former than to 
prescribe the qualifications of the latter, and 
none m either case. 

But it may be said, indeed it bae been sMd in 
effect already, that Congress, though no power 
k conferred npon it by the amendment for the 
pnrpoae, will arrogate to itself such power, and 
declare the negroes that may be freed in virtne 
of tbe adoption of the instrument by three- | 
fbnrths of the States of the Union cltl- I 
sens and voters! Well, this is a | 
land oi free speech, and people are at i 
liberty to say as many foolish things as they | 
choose. A man may say that this, that, or the j 
other thing k going to bapi>cn, and be may be i 
right or wrong; but U does not follow that it I 
will take place because he says so.

General Grant, 
neverthelees, treated with a ‘belligerent’ power, 
not of this State or that, not even of the South, 
North, the East, or tbe West, bnt one composed 
of persems who had united to resist the execu- 
tion of the authority of the United States at 
any and all points. Tbe decision of the Su- 
pteme Court simply affirms the fact of the ex- 
istence of thi.c power. It did not undertake to 
define Us territory or its civil jurisdiction and 
authority. It was declared to be a line of bay- 
oi etf — ^tbe exktenc-e of a force which was de- 
signated ‘a belligerent.’ This force. In point of 
fact, held certain territories or places, at times 
even in Marvland and Peunsylvanix bnt it 
never held them by virtue of any legal anthor-

former allegiance. 

Rftolttd, That the United States ought to be 
as magnanimons to forgive as she b powerful 
to pnnbb, and we recommend amnesty, repeal 
of confiscation, and removal of dvU dirablllties. 

Tbe tone of tbe speeches conesponded with 
the resolutions, and were indeed more outspo- 
ken in reference to the hopelessness of the re- 
bellion and the necessary sacrifice of slavery.

To the right, a stand draped in black was 
erected, and tke vast conconrse having aarem- 
bled as near the vaalt u possible, the Rev. Mr. 
Hale, of Springfield, with uacoverad head, 
arose and offered up aa eloquent prayer to tbe 
Throne of Grace. When the divine AiltuVA to 
the lamented Presideat his sentences became 
broken, and many eyes were made to weep. 
At the conclnsion of the praver, a dirge, com- 
posed for the occasion by G. F. Root, was per- 
formed by the choir, assisted by tbe band. Tbe 
Rev. N. W. Mirer, of BpringffckL, then read an 
impieesive chapter from the Book of Job. As 
soon as Mr. Miner had retired from tbe front of 
the stand, the choir swelled heavenward tbe 
grand choraL ‘To Thee, O! Lord.” Next in 
order was the reading of President Lincoln’s 
last Inaugural by Rev. A. C. HubNud. Over 
the bier of the martyred President, tbe laa- 
gntge of that memorable addrem sounded like 
woids of prophecy.

‘ few words of svmpslhy for Ex Senator Faol^ 
who te stfll confined in Ludlow jail New York, 
where be was placed by order of the Secretary 
of Stale u^on bis ret mi from Europe some 
weeks sgo. It te true that duriog the law four 
years hte course hss lieen, in varioos respects, a 
glaring wrong, and we have no a|>oIagy for bis 
wTfcc*. but many things said and done by him 
white even a namber of the rebel Congress 
and the emphatic declarations of returning lo.-- 
slty, which he has made since leaving Rich- 
mond. render hte case a peculiar one, and, wc 
think, utdeserving the severe treatmeut to 
whidi be te being subjected. 

Having tasted the l>itter fruits of rebellion, 
which be warned the South again<t down to 
the very beginning of war in 18^1, Oov. Foote, 
nearly two jears ago, assumed at Rich- 
mond a po^ition ntteriy hostile to the 
rebel Administration, and thence direct- 
ed bis energies in favor of pesos and the 
Union's restoration. It te well known that, 
prior to the rebellion, be had made for him-«ir 
a I'rilUant record as a defender of the Unios 
against nitre Southern men. and, with hie po- 
litical expericnoe and advjmced age. he cer- 
tainly romniitted an egregious blander in at 
IsKt joining the leaders be bad fought so brave- 
1 > but. recovering from the storm of passion 
which overcame the South, he retained m >rsl 
ormrege enough to rise in the very midst o 
rel.<el councils and rebuke the errors be had 
iLo.de. Foote then seemed to have passed 
ibiongh a period of delirlnm from which be 
was aroused by the proud memories of IS.’iO 
and iseo, when, prompted by deep love for the 
im{erU)ed nation, he struggled with manful 
ekqutncc against the foes of the Union. Inl8.i0. 
when the country wss seriously endangmnd by 
slavery agitatioB. be traversed the State of Mis- 
siarippi as the Union candidate for Governor, 
and hte own triumph then may be said to have 
crushed for the time the scheme of Southern re- 
liellion. In 1860 be supported Stephen A. 
Douglas, and, throughout Tennessee, de- 
nounced Tsuce>' and Davis aad Breckinridge, 
in unmeasured terms, as the leaders of seces- 
' Kk>D; and, when overcome at last by the im- j 
I passioned majority in 1861, be yielded only to ; 
I w hat apt<eartd as aa accompUshel fact, and at , 
I a period w hen the stroDgest and beat men of ' 
; the South were driven from the posts of duty. 

: We have corstantly felt, however, that G jv. , 
: Foote never lost at heart hte old love for the 
I Union, and we incline to accept hte present 
I arowal to that effect as true. The greater por- 
' tion of hte career in the rebel Congress, 
even when the rebellion seemed strong, 
and, prospectively, successlul, clearly 
deoBonstratod hte bo-tility to U. As the pre- 
dictions he had made as to its fatal character 
I were Verified by events, be became, as we are 
^ asrnred, all the more deeply convinced that the 
I Union must be preserved. Governor Foote, as 
; a polUician, was viewed with great suspicion 
I and dtelike In the rebel leaders. lie left Rich- 
I mond voluntarily and when the great army of 
I Lee. then apparently nnoonquereble, still gmr- 
I rteoned the place. Since then be has earnestly 
! and openly sued for peace, urging the Southern 
I people to renew their allegiance to the Govern- 
I ment nDi-ondUlonally. We can but b^ve th.at 
I be te perfectly rincere, and we doubt nx that. 

I were he a free man, be would do all in hte 
j p*'wer to repair the injuries which the conntn- 
I haa suffered from the rebellion to which 
i be iwrtiaily contributed. Ortainly be ^has 
j reaped u)pst bitter retribution for errors 
made by himself, and we do not see 
{ that any harm can now be averted or any good 
I aihievcd fo- the continuance of his present con- 
fiuement. Broken, as he is, by age and sorrow, 
wc natmally share the hope so generally ex- 
presred, that the aulhorilies at Washington will 
oi<en Ludlow jail and set the old man free.

Geri:n.i.A Wari-arx.— The fall of Richmond 
and Ibc terrible defeat encountered by Lee hav- 
ing led the Earo[ e<n jimrnate in the interest of 
the rebel cause to look for the overthrow of the 
insurgent armies, they have now txken to the 
difflcnlt task ot proving how the Confederates 
can prolong the contesteby a guerilla warfare. 

Fur instance, the London Herald, of the 22d 
nit., says : 

If ailAlrs came to such a pass as that a rega- 
lar war sbonki he no longer pussibte. then an 
irrcgnlar and fittnl Bysiem <m rastetance, that 
a biefa te stigmatized as s guerilla or psrtisAU 
warfare, the last resource of a patriotic pe<>ple 
in extiimity, and one which ha* been known in 
history to tire out the oppressor, and, forging 
h<»pe with the engine af despair, evolve order 
out of anarchy, after a long season of dsrkoers, 
is still left to the Sonihern popnistions, it they 
are dctcrnilned to be tree. 

The Times, in the same strain, observes: 

Even s hopeless contest kept up by guerilla 
hsndt., without unity of purpo^ or any object 
hnt revenge, may force the North to maintiin 
great armies ihrooghont the expanse of the 
S,iDtLcni Slates for many yean to come. 

The Index addo: "The Confederates will for 
the Cret lime have the full benefit of their 
vast territory.” 

l']>on the above the New York Commercial 
has the following just remarks: 

* Such expressions of opinion as these betray 
a wilfnl ignorance of the change which has 
been going on in the sentiment of the Sonth on 
the eul j«ct of guerilla warfare. Not only hsve 
the rebels abandoned all ides of resorting to it, 
but they have — as there European journAls 
would have discovered from a clo^ cxam'ma- 
tioo of Lee's terms of surrender— pledged them- 
selves In advance to abstain from it. 

“These terms of capitulation accepted by Lee 
and Johnston, and donbUess to be made the 
baste of further surrenders, expressly stipalate 
that there shall be a total ceesation from all acts 
of bostility. Having pledged them-selves to 
abide by them, the rebels know that their viola- 
tion will expose them to a jnst and speedy 
d« ath; and for this reason we have no fear that 
they will indulge in Irre.nlar fighting, however 
much disposed to do ao. 

“But self-interest, if nothing else, will now 
Itad the Sonth to deprecate and pat a stop to 
gnt rilla strife. The war te ended. The Con- 
federacy te a failure, and what they now desire 
te peace and a retarn as soon as possible to the 
q'liet and prosperity of other days. According- 
ly, wc see that the regular guerilla bands are 
giving tbemrelves np all over the South. The 
main armies have surrendered, they as the 
“fijukers'' gladly embrace the amnesty condi- 
k>ns offered and lay down their arms. 

“As regards the indei«ndent bands of thieves 
ard maranders roaming tbroogh the country 
and known nnder the general bead of gnerillas, 
the SontUrons will attend to them without any 
assistance from ns. Already have they inangn- 
rated a war of extermination aga'inst them. 
General Forrest, some time since, issued an or- 
der commanding hte troops to summarily shoot 
them wherever fonnd; while commanders of two 
subordinate departments in the trana- Mtestesippi 
declared an armistice a few days ago for the 
purpose of unitedly hunting guerillas. The Eu- 
ropean Journals have made a stnpid blander in 
reviving Jeff Davte's theory that the war could 
be carried on for twenty years among the 
mountain regions of Virginia. Davis certainly 
needs no farther proof to convince him of hte 
error. How it will be with hte sympathizers 
abroad remains to be seen. 

PlRAnCAL CkVISEBS AMD FOBEtOM OoVESM- 

MESTs.— The President has issued a proclama- 
tion, an extract from which will be fonnd etee- 
wbere, in reference to the cruisers sailing nn- 
der the flag of the late "Confederacy,” which 
will be perused with interest, and find a hearty 
respome in the breast of every loyal cilizen in 
the coantry. It is at once mild in terms and 
expreesioD, and takes a reasonable, fair, and 
jnst view of the question to which it relates. 

Now that it is admitted by aU, friend and foe 
alike, that the late insurgent government at 
Richmond has ceased to exist; that its armies 
are surrendered, its capital taken, and its chiefs 
fugitives or captives, by what shadow of right, 
by what ghost of law, by what usage or com- 
mon scBse can the vessete claiming to salt nn- 
der its colors and by virtue of its authority, 
DOW be exempted from condemnation as pU 
rater? And by what antfaority or precedent 
can foreign nations friendly to the United States 
still continne to recognize them as legitimate 
vessels of war and accord to them belligerent 
rights? We know of none by which this can be 
Jostified, and we will not permit oorselves to 
doubt that, as aoon as this proclamation shall 
reach Europe, England and other nations wish- 
ing to Uve upon ternas of peace and friendship 
with ns, will at once take the necessan steps to 
do ns justice in the premises, and to place these 
roving ontlaws upon the ocean In the category 
where now, unqneXioaably, they belong, if 
the}' never did before, viz., as pirates, and as 
anoenable, consequently, if caught, to the laws 
of piracy as established among nations. 

U, within a reasonable length of time, they 
shall not do this, there will be no mistaking 
the nature of the refusaL It will be clearly an 
nnfrlendly attitude towards the people and 
Government of this coantry which such nations 
wOl, by such refusal, thereby assume, and 
which will amply justify our Government, in 
the minds of all enlightened anl fair mindel 
mec, in taking such measures at redress as the 
nature of the case shall render necessary and 
proper. 

The peop ie of the United States want no war 
with any foreign power. They have bad enough 
of the calamities of war for the present, and 
they now desire peace. Our eoldlers. as a gen- 
eral rnle, want to go home. They want once 
more to clasp their loved ones to their hearts 
and to engage again in the petcefnl pnrsuib of 
indostry. There may be some restless spirits 
who bare few domestic ties, or who have be. 
come enamored of martial glory that are ready 
for anything that gratifies them in this respect. 
Sneh will doobtless find their way to Mexico. 
But the great mass of onr citizen soldiers, we 
repeat, want to return to their homes. Not- 
withstanding all this, however, it mast be evi- 
dent to every foreign power that onr Govern- 
ment te in a condition to exact justice and fa'ir 
dealing — we trust it will never require more — 
from any or every nation, and no nation can 
expect it to ask for or accept anything less. 

Oor power has been sufficiently demonstra- 
ted and there te no need of blaster to cause it 
to be respected. The hoar of victory and wbmi 
onr strength has become known, te the hour for 
calmness, of that moderation which te indie vtive 
of power. 

A Cowardly Murder. — On the night of 
May 1st four or five rnffitns went to the resi- 
dence of Mr. John Carpenter, of Casey county, 
one of the most respectable citizeiM of the coun- 
ty, and called him out and shot him dead, firing 
three balls through hte body, either of which 
would have proved fatal They then entered 
the bouse and robbed it of several hundred dol- 
lars and made off with thair booty. Captain 
Penn was notified of the facts on the morning 
of Msy 2, and proceeded immediately to the 
place with abont twenty of his men, and ar- 
rested the negroes belonging to Carpenter, and 
found that they knew some'Jiiag of the affair. 
It was ascertained that another negro was con- 
cerned in the deed, who, being arrested, said 
that be made arrangements with two white 
men for killing Mr. Carpenter, but when they 
met there were fonr of them, all blacked, so 
that be could identift only the two with whom 
be had made arrangements. They then pro- 
ceeded to Mr. Carpenter's house and did the 
deed. CapC Penn sncceeded in arresting the 
two whom the negro conld Identify, but the 
other two are still at large.

IVbeticc the rightful legal (>owcr of a military 
cr>mmtesion to try a private citizen, not con- 
nected with the army or navy, for a capital or 
otherwise infamous crime? Does the plea of 
State necessity, under which the power has 
heretofore been as.«umed, still exist? Did it 
ever exist in localities where the civil anthorlty 
was nDim|«ded, bnt ready to administer 
prompt puntebnient upon delinquents? Since 
the surrender of the rebel ann'es and whilst our 
own armies are in process ol speedy dteband- 
ment, 1s there pretence for saying such neces- 
sity exists any where ouleide the rebel Stutea? 

These i]ueriee ought to be answered to the 
entire satisfaction of the members of the mitl- 
, tary commission before whom are arraigned 
' the sDsi>ected accessories to the infamous assos- 
I sination, before inflicting death or other griev- 
ous punishment. Each member, no doubt, has 
a legal friend of ability, not a political partisan, 
from whom a candid opinion could be obtained 
I in confidence. From the notoriously vast pre- 
ponderance of legal opinions against the legal- 
j ity of the proceeding, the chance te that such an 
I inquiry would result in not a single response 
I affirming the power. 

Let there be another querv on the snppoeition 
I that the exercise of sneb power is illegal as to 
! the legal crime the members will commit by 
cansirg the death of a private citizen. To this 
I query there will be no hesitancy in an nnanl- 
I mens resiioDse. 

The universal abhorrence of the detestable 
assassinati(>n te fnlly participated in by the mem- 
bers, and they arc, therefore, in a situ vtion em- 
inently calculated to induce them to disregard 
law in stretching power for the pnntebment of 
I so infamous a crime. But they must remember 
j that whilst filling ajudiclal position in adminte- 
terii g the criminal justice of the nation, the 
Dciument of the most laudable resentment 
should have no influence on their action. They 
most, in the first instance, with the equanimity 
and the impartiality of well trained judges, as- 
certain whether they have the fs^ya/ power. To 
neglect this primary duty wonld be not only to 
neglect their highest duty toward the nation, 
but also what each one of them owes to hte 
own personal and official honor. 

0*Tbe clonds of war are passing away, and 
the brave men who have so long borne the heat 
and btnnt of battle are coming home. The 
dreadful din of ball and shell te drowned by 
merry bells, the ringing tones of which bespeak 
a new era of brotherhood. Jnbilee bonfires, 
streaming tbrcicghont the land, now send their 
cheering light to each hearthstone where va. 
cant chairs, for fonr years past, have waited the 
loved and absent ones who are soon to fill them 
again. The war, so long, and so marked with 
blood and gloom, has ended so suddenly that 
we can hardly realize the glorious dawn of 
peace. And yet it te true: the battles are over, 
the flamingswords are sheathed, the Republic te 
redeemed, and songs of joy are welcoming the 
veteran soldiers home. 

The heroes of the nation, made such by the 
triumphs of the war, were all withdrawn from 
the walks of peaceful citizenship, but they have 
fought the mightiest battles and shown the 
highest military powers knowm to the annvls of 
modern times. Tlieir deeds of valor hare illns- 
trattd the loftiest traits of American character, 
i and proved the endaring nature of the institn- 
I lions in defence of which they were done. And 
! they who have achieved this glorions result can 
I never be fitly rewarded except in the perfect 
: maintenance, throngh all coming time, of the 
I precione liberties for which they hare sacrificed 
I so much. And, now that they are returning 
I home from the blood-stained fields of the S^nth, 

! they sbonld be, and they will be, welcomed with 
I expressions of deepest gratilnde from the hearts 
I of a mighty people. The whole nation rises to 
i give them cordial greeting! 

We do not share the apprehension now oeex- 
' sionally expressed that onr retaraing soldiers 
I will bring from the army into the walks of civil 
life a moral pestilence not less to be dreaded 
ttaah the sconrge of war itself. The demoraliz- 
I ing influence of war has donbtless marred the 
social life of many who will find it difficolt to 
I re^nme the peaceful duties of citizenship, but 
I the broad extent of country over which they 
will be dispersed and the numerous indus- 
trial ebannete which will attract them to honest 
toil, will soon prove sufficient to connteract all 
the immoral effects of war, and it will be found 
that these who have sustained the coantry in 
battle will be likewise its chief strength in 

peace.

The conduct of these men was of the 
most daring and desperate character. A small 
party of home guards attacked the robbers, who 
skedaddled in the direction of Elizabethtown.

In order to do this, there will be no need of ' 
violating the neutrality or any other laws. 

As a Government, we don't know Maximilian ‘ 
at all, or tbe concern which he bos set np in ' 
Mexico. We have never recognized it, have ' 
never sent any Minister to it or received any 
from it. On tbe contrary, the recognition of 
tbe Republic nnder Juarez, which took pl:vce 
long before the Austrian ever set foot upon 
Mexican soil, has never been interrupted for a 
single day since. Senor Romero, the repre en- ' 
tative of the Republic of Mexico, has contiaiKyl 
to reside as such In this countiy during the 
whole period of the war. It Is true that oar 
Minister to the Juarez Government, .Mr. U >r- ' 
win. left Mexico and returned home, hut no ' 
Minister was sent to the Maximilian Govern- ■ 
ment. and we are now without any such repre* ' 
sentatlve in tbe Mexican Capital at all. Fur- ' 
tber, not long ago — since Maximilian set np bis 
authority there we mean — the President of the 
United States recognized tbe appointment of a 
consul, representing the Juarez 6f>rernment. for ' 
one of our ports on the Pacific coast; thus show- 
ing by a tormal, legal act that we continned to i 
recognize that Government, and that one only, ' 
as tbe legitimate authority of that coontry. If ; 
the question Is “settled,” therefore, it te settled j 
in tavor of Juarez and the Republic And i 
toward sneb a settlement, events, if we mistake I 
not, are rapidlv tending. Maximilian's position j 
is every day becoming more critical and preci- 1 
rions. He has not restored order to the conn- ' 
try. He has not pacified parties or reconciled : 
conflicting interests. How, indeed, the cirenm- I 
stances being considered, could he? The Church I 
party, that originally received him with open j 
arm*, has turned against him, and te now a ! 
thorn in his side. The Republicans are. of ! 
course, against him. These two parties— the I 
Juarez and tbe Church — absorb tbe bulk of tbe I 
population. Whence, then, te the sot disaru | 
Emperor to deiive any considerable support | 
except from foreign bayonets? From all ac- i 
connte the tide is turning 1* favor of the R'-pub- ! 
lie and against tbe Empire. The last steamer I 
brines authentic reports of Liberal military 
successes in Norlheasteri Mexico, and we 
sball. dbub'.less, bear more of them. Some of I 
tbe chiefs who forsook the Liberal cause are | 
returning to its support — a pretty sore iudica- j 
tion of bow the wind te selling. | 

That Maximilian te losing confidence in hte > 
own success seems apparent from tbe fact that j 
not long ago he gave oficial notice of the | 
repudiation of hte renunciation of hte rights as i 
au heir to tbe throne ot Austria which he had 
made before setting ont for Mexico. It is also 
stated 08 a significant little item that be has re- 
cently bad bis chateau at Miramar repaired and 
put in order, though an English pajicr says that 
this has been done in order to let it, which some 
people perhaps may believe. 

From all this it appears to ns that the Monroe 
doctrine, so as far as Mexico is concerned, is in 
a fair way to vindicate itself withont giving our 
Government any trouble in the premises. 

It is true that the Empire hasibeen recognized 
by the most powerful governments of Europe, 
but if it be overthrown and tbe Emperor e.\- 
pelled by tbe popular party, we don't suppose 
they are going to enter into another holy, or 
rather unholy, alliance for the purpose of re- 
establishing iu England, it te quite certain, will 
take no part in sneh a work. The Empire te 
none of her creation; and, if reports speak tru- 
ly, Napoleon has already failed to, secure her 
pledge to-co-o]>erate with him in guoranteeiog 
tbe existence and independeare of Maximilian's 
Government The practice of England has been 
to recognize de facto governments without re- 
gard to the means by which they may have been 
established. Hence, sb« recognized the 
French Empbre, and this new Mexican Empire 
If tbe latter shonld be knocked to pieces she 
wonld be In honor bound, instead of going to 
war to re-establish it, to recognize the govern- 
ment that might succeed it. Tnis, we make no 
qnestion, she would promptly do, especially if 
tbe inauguration of sneb government should be 
the work of the Mexican people themselves. 

To what extent Louis Napoleon will continue 
to prop np hte tottering protege remains to be 
seen. Hte Mexican policy hss been severely at- 
tacked at home, and never was very popular. 
He never wonld have ventnrel upon it if he had 
not felt quite sure of the sncctss of the attempt 
to divide the American Union. That he had en- 
tire confidence in that success is anquestiona- 
ble. Otherwise, he never wonld have held the 
language be did in hte letter to General Foroy 
when tbe French forces first invaded Mexico. 
Now that the American question has been set- 
tled, and against hte wtehes, h!a Mexican scheme 
will assume a very different aipect, and involve, 
in order fully to carry it out, ta-stly more serious 
consequences than any he evei anticipated. We 
incline to the opinion that he will find rea.sons 
of State as plenty as blackberries in June for 
thinking it highly expedient to let the “Latin 
race” and other matters in Mexico take care of 
themselves— which they will no doubt bo glad 
to do without hte kind nssktance We don't 
suppose be will like emigration to Mexico from 
tbe United States, but he wll have to grin and 
bear it, we fear, as best h3 may. We don’t 
think tbe United States Govomment will inter- 
vene in Mexico unless there siould be interven- 
tion from another quarter. In that case it 
might We don't believe, either, that U will 
encourage, or even permit any armed emi- 
gration to that country from this, unless in the 
contingency supposed, altbcugh, in onr ju lg- 
ment, it would have a perfect right to do this 
upon tbe application to this end of the recog 
nized Government of Mexico, and that no na- 
tion wonld have any right whatever in law or 
equity to complain of it American citizens, 
however, are free to emigrate peaceably to any 
country in the world. Their motives In going 
tbe Government has no right to inquire into. 
They are none of its business. If the govern- 
ment of tbe country to which they go does not 
object, nobody has any right to. But in the 
piesent case, wonldn’t Maximilian? We don't 
know Maximilian. We have never recognized 
him as tbe ruler of Mexico any more than af 
Ireland or Dahomey. Be could make, therefore, 
no legal or just objection. He has no right to 
be in Mexico himself. He is an invader, a 
usurper. Tbe election, so called, from which 
he pretends to derive hte authority, was a mock- 
ery and a frand. 

As tbe recognized authorities of Mexico wish 
American emigration, if Maximilian objects, be 
will have to prevent it bv force. In doing tfijn, 
he will donbtiees sncceed splendidly! 

Few are aware of tbe low ratee at which 
stamped envelopes are furnished by the Gov- 
ernment A srtaednie of prices, considerably 
redneed, has just been issued by tbe Postofii.e 
Department by which we learn that a package 
of twenty-five stamped envelopes, of letter size, 
may be purchased for eighty-seven cents, 
making tbe actual cost of the envelopes, de- 
ducting postage, but twelve cents, or less than 
half a cent a piece. Envelopee of nota size are 
furntebed at two cents less a package. Tbe I 
Department also issues stamped two-cent en- 
velopes, designed for drop-letters and circulars, 
he price of which te f2 32 per hundretl, being 
at the rate of thirty-two cents for tbe hundred 
envelopes, or something more than three en- 
velopes for one cent. These envelopes, of let- 
ter and note size, are of snperior quality, being 
made of firm paper and smooth finish. The 
circular envelopes are of ordinary quality, bot 
not gummed. Newsfiaper wrappers, so con- 
venient for use in tbe sending of transient pa- 
pers, are likewise sold out at the low rate of 
f2 18 per hundred, making the real expense of 
tbe wrappers bnt eighteen cents, or less than 
oifr cent for five wrapi>ers. There te another 
interesting point in the new arrangement. Any 
bank, mercantile house, or other conceva, or 
person, who desires hte or their busineese card, 
witb> request to retarn if not called for, print- 
ed on tbe letter envelopes, can have it dune 
withont additional charge if ordered in quanti- 
ties of one tbonsand or more.

We say noth- 
ing as lo the. members of the < »rdef iu grueral, 
bvt tbe treason of the three condemned persons 
lias undoubtedly been establL-fied by specific 
and irresteiible testimony. 

If President Lincoln were alive, these men, it 
te Leaily certain, would not be hung. Several 
applications were made to him, after ineir con- 
Tiction and sentence, to issue an order for their 
exeentioB, bnt he postponed it again and agiln. 
UU heart throbbed mercy and humanity. He 
would Lave let the criminals remaio where they 
are for a time and then either reletsed them or 
Lxmmnted their punishment. But President 
Johnson has quite as much faith in justice as in 
mercy, if not a little more. He promptly tesued 
tie order oi execution, and there will be neither 
pardon nor reprieve. 

W hat we cbiefiy regret in connection with 
this sad bu-iness is that tbe trial of Bowles, 
Horsey, and Milligan was not before a jury in- 
stead of a Military Commission. In our opin- 
ion, a plain and most importunt provision in 
the Constitution of the Uuiteii States te, in tneir 
case, violated, and the exam]>le may have con- 
se<inenc-e8 that most of our ]>eopie do not fore- 
see.

Fight, — A bont a week ago, a party of scoots 
frc>m Department Headquarters in Chattanooga 
went down into Alabama, a dirtauce of seveutv- 
five miles from that city. On Sunday last, at a 
place called Bes^on'B Gap, on L-jokont Moan- 
tain, in Will’s Valley, the scoots ctecoverad a 
cumber of horses graziug in a field. After re- 
ccDDCitring the ground, they found the owners 
of the horses, who were scattered around under 
the trees, some asleep, and some cleaning their 
arms. With a sudden charge they da.<hed in 
among the rebels, who took to their heete, 
many of them being shut down as they ran. 
Gathering np the horses and saddling them, the 
scouts broke tbe arms of tbe vanquished rehs, 
and started off to scout through the adjacent 
country. Everv few miles they would meet a 
squad of the gray backs, who bad been oat for- 
aging, and quite a namber of them were dte 
pored of. Late in the afternoon tbe scoots 
stopped to rest and feed, when they were at- j 
tacktd by a large party of the rebels under tbe 
cemmand of Captain Connataer, of the 4.h 
Tennessee cavalry. A running fight took place 
for reveral milei, but the scontt finally escaped 
from their pnrsners and went home. The 
Chattanooga Gazette says no correct estimate 
can De made of the loss of the rebe, bat it is 
thought that ten or twelve of them were killed.

Certainly tbe time is at 
band, if it has not already come, when ail true 
men and wi^en, wherever their dwelling- 
places may be, will mourn as earnestly over the 
destitution of tbe South as they would over a 
similar des.itntion in that section if there had 
never been a rebeBion. Let the present be 
shaped with some little reference to the near 
future. Let tlie wild Spirit of Uestmetioa fling 
away hte torch and rest him from bis work.

NULLIFICATION AND REBELLION-COR- ' 
BE-SPONDENCE OF ROBERT T. HATNl 
IN' 1833— SECRET CIRCULARS. 

We print below three documents which throw ! 
a singular light upon the great conspiracy 
against tbe Union. The first “circuliw” was ' 
sprinted letter, sent secretly to persona who 
were in the disunion plot nhieb General Jack- ' 
son cinrhed In 1«83. The two letters whtefr i 
follow were apparently written by a New York 
merchant. All three were picked ap in Charles- ' 
ton. and are from the comapondenee of Robert ! 
Y. Hs) ne, at that Cme Governor of South Car- 
olina:

Union by Winnsboro and Cbe<tervUle to Co ! 
Inmbis; and the third from Pendleton through 
Abbeville and Edgefield. Birnwell and Colleton, 
to Charleston. Along these routes depots would ■ 
have to he established at intervals of thirtv or i 
forty miles, liesides separate depots at Camden 
and some other places. From Colninbia these ' 
stations would he necessarv along the statii 
ROAD to Charleston.

The travelling expenses of yourself 
and such officers as you mav empinv in this ^ 
bniiness will be paid Ton will issue the neces- ' 
satv orders in my name, countersigned hv your- 
self as aid-de-enmp. to ail officers within vonr ' 
district, nrging them to do whatever you may 
find recet’SS'v to the prompt and effectual exe- 
ertion of this order.

acd asstetance, and generallv adopt all ppiper '

Sir: Permit me, withont making any other 
apoli'gy than tte urgency of tbe cose, to ad- * 
dress your Excellency relative to tbe extetiog | 
and iDcreoeing differences between the Oeaeral :

I I r tmlette, tboagb not moons, than talk to the 
public like a manly man and keep step to the 
nisjestic mnaic of events. Perhaps he couldn't 
t ke the preecrilicd oath without pequry, and wc 
beiiere that be couldn't, for he said in his speech 
that be “rejoiced to know that a reaction 
would take place," and that “this policy,” mean- 
iuR tbe policy of tbe constitutional amendment, 
‘would be put down If it had to be put down 
b auottaer revolution.'' It k pretty soon to 
b -Rtn to talk of a second rebelUoo, but. if Mr.

We have no thought 
that free niggers are and no apprehension that 
they will be, amendment or no amendment, the 
■juals of the whites, and we have no idea that 
otir ladies will entertain or marry free niggers 
any more than they now do or than the Cana- 
dian ladle* do, where free niggers darken the 
air of heaven. But, if any of them want any- 
tl Idr to do with those black “smelling-bottle* 
with tbe stopper* out,” let them on no account 
be retrained by the CoiiaUtuUun of tbe United 
States. 

We want Kentncky to stand right bef >re the 
world. It k vastly im|>ortant to ber interest* 
and her fame that she be distinctly understood 
at home and abroad. At present she can hard- 
Iv undentond herself. The name of slavery,

If he knew 
merely that the conspiracy was on foot bnt had 
nothing to do with organizing it or urging or 
countenancing its execution, many will think 
that be was entirely excnsable in not sending a 
n relation of the terrible secret to Washington. 
But it k clearly evident that, if the conspirators 
imparted their design to him, be must at least 
have approved or countenanced it, for. If he had 
not done so, it would assuredly have been aban- 
doned. Men will not risk tbeir lives in doing 
dreadful work in behalf of a government if they 
have reason to know or think that its head does 
not want tbe work done. 

We suppose that the pabllc mind will soon 
be enlightened in regard to the character of the " 
e'vidcnce against Davk and bk Cabinet.

75 miles 
south of this place. They will be here to- mor- 
row idgbt, and will be forwarded nnder guard 
wltLout delav. I will send further parlicnlars 
at cnee.

It k true 
that slender-wakted, barefooted children, in cot- 
ton frot-ks, and hollow eyed, will ran to m-sei 
them, and will clasp aronnd them and pull 
them down and kiss them over again, in their 
wild joy, and warm hearts and true as ever beat 
in virtuous woman’s breist. but bony baud* 
and tearful, sunken eyes, will receive tUem at 
tbe door. 

No luxurious meal will be spread such as will 
greet onr brave boys, in their Northern and 
Western homes, when they return. And after 
all tbeir four y ears’ hard fighffng and depriva- 
tion, in the forced service of auibitiooa. bad 
men, there p>oor retnrned soldiere of tbe Sontta 
will have no piocket- books, planthorie with 
“greenbacks," to open ont before thdr starving 
families to excite ylslons, soon te to realized, of 
Inznry and plenty — no, not even a cent of enr- 
lent money will they have to bay bread for 
those dependent upon them.

Commercial UxTEmconRSK — Some mkappre- 
lenFions as to the extent to which it was possi 
ble for tbe President by hk recent proclamation 
to restore commercial Intercourse with the 
Soutberu State* are tbe subject of explanation 
by the Washington corresptondent of the New 
York Time*; 

A good deal of annovanee is occasioned bv a 
mirapprebenslon of toe President's procUmv 
tion of the 29lh ultimo, ordering that all re- 
sirUlions npon commerebl Interconrse to dk- 
it’Dtinrrd in such parts of certain Suites as 
sball be embrseed within tbe lines of the na- 
tional military occupation. It will to observed 
that the President's order onlv temove* tbe 
military resuiclions, and expressly except* sa .’b 
re«tifotiun8 a* arc impose 1 bv the acts of Con- 
gress. and regnlations in pursuance thererrf, 
t rffcribed by tbe Secretary of tbe Treasnrr. 
The President has not declared that the in*ur- 
rectkiD in toe State* named has ceased or boen 
FOpprcFFed, and commercial intercourse with 
thi se dktricts cannot to carried on except by 
1 cimit from the Secretary of tbe Treasury. 

Rkbii. Ks-\rccEiAN.* — A correspondent of 
tbe Cincinnati Gazmte, writing from Qoldsboro’, 
North Carolina, on the 3d inst., says: 

The records of the Confederate armv show 
that Kentucky has furnkbed but a small num- 
tor r.f troops to the Confaderaev — less bv far 
than has toen generally believed'. There have 
been bnt nine regimeats from the State, and 
these have never been tuff, while IndividuaU 
who are scattered tbrongbont the armv will io- 
crea.-e the number but blightly. Kentucky 
traitors have been lond-mombed' boasters, aud 
oeflant; but they have been careful to avoid tto 
field. Sapporting treason nebind a line of 
bay onets k infamons enough, bnt it k insuffer- 
ably contemptible for coward* to spout it at 
home. 

Among the Ker.tncky officers there were sev- 
eral who wore tbe old State button witi tbe 
motto — “United we stand — divided we Ml." 
With them it mnst have been a conitant 
I lophecy of tbe result now rnaebed. 

FRUIT BULLETIN, 

To the Editors of the Louisville JourwelT 
Your many readers will no doubt learn with 
I'leoFure that the crops of the kitchen aud fruit 
gMden, as also of the orchard, have been very 
slightly. If at all. injured bv the heavy froet of 
las Friday morning. 

Having conversed with a good manv cultiva- 
tors, I think that the whole amount oif danaage 
coDFkts In tbe scorching an occasional leafuf 
the pe t to, bean, or grape, or soaoetbing of like 
lendernese of habit, and I hear many express 
r-urptke that a straying wave of cold, capable of 
D.aking ice, frozen leave*, and white froet so 
general, conld have pas.*ed iff withont doing 
morebaim. Vegetable life, no don bt, ha* it* 
limits to endnrance of cold, which It would to 
both nsefni and satkfactorv to know— satisfac- 
tory, because wa sbiMild ' be reUeved from tto 
dktreFB arising from vagne apprehension when 
no real danger was preeebt — useful, because la 
prat tire we shoold be able to do much by tto 
lime of planting u> gnard against nnseasonable 
exposure. 

Tbk knowledge we only gain bv experience, 
and, by w ay of con'ribntion to th* general stock 
of information, I detail the o'yervations of half 
an boor spent among tto plants at early dawn 
on Friday,morniog; 

Cabbage leaves were encrusted In ice. .Imong 
FDap beans some leaves were enveloped in ice, 
others not. In a vineyard of two and a half 
acres I made examinations in some tweutv dif 
f-rent places, marking each spot where I found 
M>me of tto leaves covered with dew and other* 
encased In a thin pellicle of ice or frozen dew. 
The leaves covered with ice were stiff, bat in 
bending them there was no breaking asunder of 
tbe parts, as often happens when the cold k 
more intense. 

In passing over the same ground in the after- 
noon of that day, I dkcorered no trace* of in- 
jury from froet at the points marked iu tto 
I morning, and in the whole vineyard saw onlv a 
I lew scorched leaves upon plants lying on the 
j gronzd. 

From all which I infer that great as Is the dan- 
ger to vegetable life, resnliing from an na->eas- 
unable visitation of frost in certain temperv 
tares of the atmosphere, it k not very alarm- 
ing when tbe visitation occurs with aa opieu air 
um|>eratnre not lower than thirtv three in the 
Fbade, as was the case on Fridav morning last. 
Unw much lower tbe temoeratare may sink 
without barm i vrntiire nuttogay, but think tto 
limit of danger lies several degrm tolow tbir- 
ly -three of Fahrenheit. Y.

A large (>ortioa of the river bank 
above the Canal-street ferry fell in for a space ot 
SfK) vards in length of the river lines and 50 feel 
in depth. 

Ibe bieak began at the ship yard and ways, 
caving in with the latter a schooner in ccurm 
of re()airs. Also a large lot of materials was 
lost. Tbe steam-engine and hoisting apparatus 
have not yet fallen, but stand on dangerons 
ground. Where all wa* apparently firm there 
weie near sixty feet of water. Next came the 
extcrsiveshlfi-vard ia charge of C*pt. Mo se, 
of the Q M. Department, where were repaired 
steamers employed or owned by tbe army. 

A laige oaknm and copper warehouse, lately 
finished, is C'lmpielely gone, and so are many 
minor buildings and sheds. Tbe office is still 
standing und a little earth bevond it, but within 
and below all is gone. The Orleans docks, two 
kin litimlier, were sunk three years ago, and 
could not in tbe nature of things be expected 
to rise aguin, but one of those was thrown np 
to the suifuce by the commotion, and remainel 
for some minutes, when, of course, it sank 
again. 

Some idea of the concussion may be gathered 
from the fact that great piles of lumber, stories 
high, were edvered by water. The water 
dashed over the embankment in immense 
w.oves flooding tbe streets. 

The danger is not over. Every one feels as 
if it were nnsafe to rem-ain near the place, and 
while there are effort* being made to remove 
property, yet the unhurt work gingerly about, 
even on the levee, which as yet is' un&afe. It 
the levee should fall the whole of Algiers, ex- 
cept some I'ortions around and back of the 
landirg which is never in need of a levee, will 
be submerged. 

It was well tbat this break occurred at night, 
otherwl'e it might have resulted in the loss ot 
many lives, for the whole surface would have 
been covered with ship carpenters and caulkers; 
as it was no one was hurt 
Tlie pecmiiaiy loss falls chiefly on the Gov- 
ernment, but Messrs. Vail A Conner must lose 
heavily, and hundreds of workmi-n have lost 
their tools, which is a heavy loes to them and 
tbeir employment, which is quite as bad.

Whereas, armed resistance to the authority 
of the Government in certain States heretofore 
declared to be in infurrecllon may be regaided 
as virtually at an end, and the person* by whom 
that resistance as well as tbe o()eratlon* of in- 
surgent communities were directed are fnzitives 
or cajilives; and whereas, it is understood that 
some of tbeir ctuirer.*' are still infesting the 
high seas, and others are preparing to captnre, 
burn, and destroy the vessels ot the United 
States, the President enjoins ail naval, milltarv, 
and civil authorities of the United State*, dili- 
gently to endeavor by ail lawful means to ar- 
rest said cruisers and bring them to port in 
order that they may be prevented from com- 
mittirg further depredations on our commerce, 
std that tbe persons on board mav no longer 
enjoy immunity for crimes, and further pro- 
claims and declares that if, after a reasonable 
time shall have (lapsed for tbe proclam:ttion to 
become known in the (lorts of nations claiming 
to have been neutral, said insurgent cruisers 
and ()0isons on board them shall continne to 
receive hospitality in said ports, this Govern- 
ment will deem itself justified in refusing has- 
plialitv to public vessc's of such nations in 
tbe pcirts of the United States, and in adopting 
sneb other measures as may be deemed anvisa- 
ble towiird vindicating the national sovereignty. 

The President has also issued an executive 
( rder le es'abl'sbing the authority of the United 
States and for the execnt'.on of the laws within 
tbe geographical limits known a* Virgini t. 

It is ordered that ail acts anfi procoadlag* of 
political, military, and civil organization* 
wbicli have been in a state of Insurrection 
against the authority and laws of the United 
States, and of which Jeff Davis, John Letcher, 
and Wm. Smith were late respective chief*, bm 
declared nnll and void. All (lereons who shall 
exercise or claim tlic lil'crtv to bring lo judg 
mint, fir eonfisaitlon and sale, the proj>erty 
subject to conti'iation, enforce the admlnUtra- 
tlrn of jnstlre within such State in all matt re 
civil and criminal, with tbe cognizance of the 
several court*, to c-irry into effect the guiran 
tees of the Fe»leral Constitntion in a repnttlican 
foim of State government, and to aft >rd seenri • 
tv under domestlr laws, as well as to complete 
tbe re-establishment of tbe laws of tbe United 
States and the full and complete restoration of 



peace in the limits aforesaid. F H. PiertKantf 
Governor of Virginia, will be aided by the Fed- 
eral Government so far as may be necessary, in 
lawful measures which he may take for the ex- 
tension and administration of the State Gov- 
ernment throughont the limits of said State.

That the Assistant Adjutant-General 
detail nine competent military officers to serve 
as a Cf'mmifsion for the trial of said parties, 
and tbat the Judge .Advocrete General pr xeed to 
prefer charges agaiust said parties for their al- 
leged cffences, atd bring ttem to trial before 
said commission; that asffd trials be conducted 
by Said Judge Advocate General as recorder 
thereof in (lerson, aided by snch assistant or 
special Judge Advocates as be mav designate 
and that said trials be conducted with all the 
diligence consistent with the ends of justice, 
and said commission to set without regard to 
hours. 

Second That Major-General Hartsnff be as- 
signed to duly as stiecivl Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral, for the purposes of said trial and attend- 
ance upon said (x^mmission, and tbe (oceention 
of its mandates.

He had extrrted even tbe approval of his 
op()onent*, at least on thl* side of the water 
They had reluctantly to admire his firmne**, 
fuirnees, snd sagacity. He bad tried to do and 
had done what he considered to ha hi* duty 
with mogn'jnlroitv. He had never called ven- 
geance cn one individual. In bi* dealing* with 
foreign c- unt'les, and his expre-sion* with 
regard to them, he hnd come to be remarkable 
among the American Pre*ldent>. 

He showed justness of voice and tone, which 
wire net conim''n. in an hour when the can*e 
be had labored for was about to triumph. He 
was shot bv a cowardly assas-'in. ^ho can *av 
wliat floodgate this act may not open? to 
what otter crime* it may not lead?
